-Cnicago,-April 5.—Complete returns 
stow, that Judge Edward F. Dunne 
(Dem.) was elected mayor of Chicago," 
at Tuesday's election, by a plurality of 
24,248 ovef, John =Maynard Harlan 
(Rep.), soil of Justice Harlan of the 
United States supreme court. The 
totaprote cast was 322,373, of which 
Collins, the Sbcialist candidate, polled 
20,323 and the Prohibitionist 2,980. 
As a direct result of the elec- 
tion, the city is 
officially com- 


mitted to the policy of the quickest 
possible cessation of private fran- 
chises for public utilities.* Municipal- 
ownership is especially threatening 
streetcar lines Valued high up in the 
millions. 


When asked for his opinion as to 


the cause of his defeat, Mr. Harlan 
s&id: "The people of Chicago became 
Infatuated with the idea of immediate 
municipal ownership, and the majority 
of them cast their votes that way. I 
believed find still believe that sure 
plans for the settlement of the trac- 
tion question- wa&he best, but the peo- 
ple thought different, and voted in ac- 
cordahge with their convictions. There 
is nothing much that can be said about 
mr defeat, the figures tell*he story." 


"Party lines and personalities of 


candidates were entirely forgotten ia 
the election," said Judge Donne! "Mu- 
nicipal ownership was the "one great 
Issue before the people of Chicago, 
and the returns show-very plainly how 
the majority of the people of Chicago 
feel toward the private ownership of. 
public utilities. It Is the greatest vic- 
tory municipal ownership erer won in 
this country. Every pledge that I 
made daring the campaign will be sol- 
emnly kept Chicago wants municipal 
ownership, and during my tenure of 
office It will be my aim to bring about 
such a condition as rapidly as pos- 
sible." 


Mr. Harlan failed to secure the sup- 


port of certain party leaders, who had 
through him been thrust from office. 
Appeals to fear of domination by 
corporate wealth appeared to sway 
many voters, and perhaps more than 
any other influence was incorrectly 
ganged by the Republicans. 
Harlan 


had been savagely harassed during the 
campaign as toe reputed representa- 
tive of W*ll street interests fntent on 
fastening burdensome franchise grants 
on the city. Republicans, however, 
figured that the voters susceptible to 
appeals of this kind would support the 
SocJaJIst candidate, Collins, and that 
losses, if any, to the Republicans, 
would be more than made tip by Mar- 
ian's old-time admirers among inde- 
pendent voters 
Estimates, however, 


of 50,000 votps as the total for Collins. 
Socialist, fell woefully short Tfee chief

Elections In Missouri. 


Kansas , City, • April 5.—Elections 


,were held in-many cities and towns of 
Missouri, la most instances the is 
sues were local in nature and party 
lines were not distinctly drawn. In 
Jefferson City Henry J. Wallau (Dem.) 
was elected- mayor, and the entire 
Democratic ticket was elected, revers- 
ing the result of two years ago, when 
the Republicans swept* the city. A 
sweeping victory for the' citizens 
ticket, nominated by the joint Repub- 
lican and Democratic Conventions, re- 
sulted In Sedalia. 
The Socialists, 


against whom the other parties com- 
bined, made a vigorous campaign but 
polled a small vote. 


Results In Kansas.. 


Kansas City, April 5.—Elections 


were held in the larger cities of Kan- 
sas. The Democrats carried Kansas 
City, Kan, and Leave&worth, this be- 
ing a revolution and entirely unlooked 
for in each case Tdpeka elected the 
Republican ticket. William W. Rose 
(Dem.) was elected mayor at Kansas 
City, Kan., by probably 1,500 plurality. 
Of a total registration of 18,000 voters 
6,000 were women, and the election of 
Rose is due to the women. Finley 
Ross (Rep.) was elected mayor of 
Wichita by a large majority, and the 
entire Republican ticket. 


Election at St Louis. 


St. JLouis, April 5.—With a number 


of precincts - missing Mayor Wells, 
Democratic nominee for re-election, is 
leading John A. Talty (Rep.) by 774. 
The returns give Wells 33,719, Talty 
32,945, and Lee Meriwether (independ- 
ent public ownership) 2,239. From 
present indications there will be the 
most closely contested election in the 
history of the city, and neither side is 
claiming. the victory by more than 
1,000 plurality. 


Sixth Term. 


Qulncy, 111., April 5.—John A. Stein- 


bach (Dem.) was elected mayor for 
the sixth term by a plurality of 600. 
The entire city Democratic ticket was 
elected. 


In Arkansas. 


Little Rock, Ark., April 5.—Munici-

Refuses to Join Move to Bring Before 


Clergy P -'ions for Opposing 


tin Gift. 


Boston, April 5.— The committee of 


Congregational clergymen who are 
protesting against the acceptance by 
the American board of commissioners 
for foreign missions of John D Rock- 
efeller's gift of $100,000 will have to 
conduct their crusade unassisted by 
the prudential committee of the Amer- 
ican board. After a protracted confer- 
ence between representatives of the 
protesting clergymen's committee and 
three members of the prudential com- 
mittee, the latter refused absolutely 
to join the protestants in their move- 
ment to bring before the Congregation- 
al clergy of the country the reasons 
advanced for or 'against the accept- 
ance of ,£he gifi 
i^yH^comajlttaSsOl^protestine clergy- 
men vfca» "comptefceti -its statement, 
which will be printed, and sent broad- 
cast It is addressed to the corporate 
members of the American board and 
the ministers of the Congregational 
churches. After reciting the history 
of the controversy, the statement says, 
under caption, "The Main Issue:" 


"The protest resls on the conviction 


that the church" must not stand in 
compromising relation to a man who, 
in public thought, represents methods 
that are oppressive, dangerous and 
wrong We can not disregard the ef- 
fect of the association which his 
name, in 'view of facts that are wide- 
spread and notorious, unfortunately 
carries with it. The church can not 
afford to enter into any n^ition that 
may weaken or discredit it in the 
ful- 


fillment of its task. The main ques- 
tion is one of the moral prestige and 
power of the church. 


"It is not required that the church 


form a tribunal to pass judgment on 
personal character or probe into the 
business methods of all givers 
Such 


examination is not necessary in refus- 
ing a gift. Where we must end is 
shown by the answer of the prudential 
committee We must end in the direc- 
tion of complete irresponsibility for 
the sources from which we accept 
gifts. Their words are 'the principle 
on which this policy rests is the belief 
that our responsibility begins with the 
receipt of the gift 
Before gifts 


are received the responsibility is not 
ours, but that of the donors in their 
own conscience ' We believe that the 
church will never rest on this princi- 
ple. It has not done so in the past 
By many acts and utterances the 
church has declared its right and duty 
to discriminate among donors 
The 


principle itself is vicious and corrupt- 
ing, and it is impossible in practice"

for Japan—Local and General 


Railway News. 


The work of constructing a 
nc<v 


double track line between Hasleton 
and Cnyahoga Falls, Ohio, on the Pitts- 
burg division of the B. & O. railroad is 
progrebsing rapidly and the entire line 
will be put 
into service 
7»y Iviay l, 


1905. 


The section from Newton Falls to 


Ravenna, a distance of 14.7 miles, has 
been finished and was put into use on 
March 27, the opeiation ovei it being 
highly satisfactory. The old line from 
Hasleton to Cu\ahoga Falls was 57.41 
miies. 
By the elimination of curves 


and taking a more direct course the 
new line will be nearly six miles short- 
er, as by it the distance between the 
two points will be reudced to 51.51 
miles. This improvement is part of 
the very good work of the 
present 


management 
in straightening 
the 


alignment and reducing the grade '-f 
the B. & O. railroad. 


In constructing this new line a radi- 


cal departure from ordinary railway lo- 
cation and 
construction has 
been 


been made and to accomplish this it 
was necessary to relocate and recon- 
struct a portion of the old Painsville & 
Youngstown railroad commonly known 
as, the Trumbull & Mahonmg railroad, 
formerly a narrow gauge road, but not 
operated .since the fall of 1878, and ly- 
ing between Hasleton and Niles, O, a 
distance ot 8 52 miles. 


The eastern terminus of the new 


line 
is 
at Hasleton, 
Ohio, 
(East 


Youngstown) where it connects with 
the present line known as the Pitts- 
burg, Cleveland & Toledo railroad and 
trom there it crosses the Mahoning 
river three times until it finally re- 
mains on the south side of the nver 
through the fertile, busy and industrial 
checkered Mahonmg Valley 


The new line leaves the old Trum- 


bull & Mahoning railroad at Niles, and 
at Newton Falls it crosses the east and 
west branches of the Maiioning river, 
and also the present line overhead. At 
this point the present track is connect- 
ed with the new line by a branch so 
that all business from the old line be 
tween Youngstown and Newton Falls 
can be taken care of and the present 
road used as a feeder for the new one. 


At Niles the new line crosses both 


the Niles and the New Lisbon railroad 
(Erie Branch .line) and the Niles ana 
Alliance 
railroad (the Pennsylvania 


Branch line) overhead. 
The Niles 
&• 


Alliance railroad has a direct branch 
line connecting with the new line. 


From Newton Falls westward the 


new line meets the old one at grade 
only at the Ravenna, Ohio, and Kent, 
Ohio, stations, from where it runs in a 
direct course to its western terminus 
at Cuyahoga Palls. 


The salient features in the construc- 


tion of the new line are speed, dis- 
tance and safety. 
The geographical, 


as 'well as topographical conditions 
met with through the Mahoning Valley 
required an elaborate study before tfie 
final and most economical location wat 
secured, and notwithstanding this, it 
required an unusual amount of grad- 
ing, 
heavy masonry work and steel 


superstructure to secure a 0 3 per ceut 
grade for east and west bound traffic 
on account of the north and south 
bound railroad crossed overhead by it. 
The location of curves and their de- 
gree of curvature has been so arrang- 
ed between stopping points as to elim- 
inate any slowing up of fast trains at 
whatever speed they may be able 16 
make. 


The new line will not have any rail- 


road crossings at grade while the pres- 
ent line between Hasleton and Newton 
Falls has 14 such crossings protected 
by distance signals. 


The present line is very circuitous 


and located mostly on the old Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio canal. The maximum 
grade west bound is -6 per cent and 
.55 east bound against 0.3 per cent 
both ways on the new line. 


When 
finished it win complete a 


double track between Pittsburg. Pa-, 
and Sterling, Ohio, a distance of IfiO 
miles, mith the exception of the Bak- 
crstowii tunnel (0.3 miles). From Ster- 
ling to Sullnan. a little over 21 miles, 
single track remains temporarily while 
there is a double track from there to 
Chicago Junction. This work is being 
done under the direction of Mr. D D- 
Carolhers-, chief engineer of the B. & 
O railroad and Mr. A. M. Kinsman, en- 
gineer of construction, is direct!} in 
charge.

It will be located just off 
Mahoning avenue and will be 148 feet 
in length by 50 feet in width. 
The 


building will consist of 
two stories 


with porte cochere on the driveway 
side, and one story on the track side. 
The general waiting room will be 40 
teet in length, or equal to the height 
of the two stories, and will be capable 
of seating 150 people 
Contiguous to 


this room will be the ticket office, wo- 
men's waiting room, men's waiting 
room, express and baggage 
rooms, 


news stand and telephone booths and 
from this general waiting room there 
will be a subway leading under and to 
each track.

TIME TODAY. 


Several Stops Made and Chief Execu- 


tive Talks to Crowds at the 


Railway Stations. 


Sedalia, Mo., April 5—Several sticks 


of dynamite were found near Mont- 
rose, Mo., on the track over 
which 


President Roosevelt's special passed 
early today. The greatest prpecautions 
were exercised after the discovery. Ef- 
forts are being made to hush the meat- 
ter up. About 150 men were on duty 
at the switches and along the tracks 
during the night. 


St. Louis, April 5.—President Roose- 


velt is scheduled to arrive at Sherman, 
Tex,, at 4 p. m. He will leave the 
train at that point and make an ad- 
dress in the public square. Dallas, 
Tex., the next stop, will be reached at 
C p. m , and an address will be deliv- 
ered there. The presidential train 
bowled through the Indian Territory 
during the day and several stops were 
made, the president talking briefly to 
crowds that gathered at the sta- 
tions. At one point he said: "It is a 
great pleasure to catch this glimpse of 
you and greet you on my way down 
to the reunion of my old rsgiment at 
San Antonio, Tex. There is one thing 
I am impressed with in going through 
this country, and that is that down at 
bottom, east or west, north or south, 
wherever you meet the average Ameri- 
can, 
he is a pretty good American. In 


greeting all of you I want to say that 
while I am particularly glad to see the 
men and the women, I think I am even 
more glad to see the children. I think 
the American stock is a middling good 
one, 
and I do not want to see it die 


out. 
One word to the fathers and 


mothers: in bringing up the children 
do not make the mistake of trying to 
bring them up merely so that every- 
thing shall be as easy as possible, but 
so that they will be able to do the best 
that can be done with life, which is 
certain to be a little rough at best 
Teach them not to shirk difficulties, 
but to overcome them,"

tional committee from Texas, under 
whose guidance the jack rabbit hunt 
in Texas is to be made, joined the 
party here.
